DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This Office Action is in response to the Amendment After Non-Final Rejection 
filed 12/09/2009. Claims 40, 42 and 44-50 are pending and have been examined. 

2. The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 07/22/2009 was 
considered by the examiner. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 40, 42 and 44-50 are allowable because the prior art fails to teach or 
suggest a system for provisioning a cable television service comprising a provisioning 
website transmitting a provisioning message to an enhanced services system which is 
configured to use a host identifier to ascertain a host file associated with a host type, 
said host type determined in part by said host identifier, the host file used to identify one 
of a plurality of a host protocol files used for generating a message for provisioning a 
host identified by said host identifier wherein said message is transmitted to said host 
and wherein the second provisioning message further includes a host manufacturer 
identifier and a host model identifier, as recited in the claims. 

The closest prior art, Donlan et al. (US 2004/0088737), discloses provisioning a 
host device in a cable television network. Donlan either singularly or in combination 
fails to anticipate or render the above limitations obvious.
